iv were strange, indeed, if the Jewish people had no observance 
or ceremony specially to identify themselves with the Law and to 
commemorate their responsibility to it. And it is not surprising that 
the observance in connection with the Law should be one of 
rejoicing. For to the Jew the law has been for ages his life, 
his strength, his surest buckler in defence from not only 
the physical onslaughts of his enemies but from their moral 
attacks upon him. He has learnt from the law how the physical 
suffering impose upon him has contained at least an element 
of glory. He has got to understand how adhesion to the law 
can save him, as nothing so surely can, from false doctrine and 
dangerous teaching, from all that is antithetical to law and its 
cc-comitants of order and citizen duty. How absurd, in view of 
this attitude towards the law of the Jew, are the malignant charges 60 
frequently brought against him of being the propagator of disorder, 
and injustice,and tyranny! Butitis not the mere rejoicing inthe 
Law that has rendered tothe Jewall, oranythinglike all, its infinite 
wealth. Theannualcelebration of Simchat Torah is not alone account- 
able for the fine characteristics which have become enmoulded in 
the nature of our people, as a result of their being the People of the 
Law. Indeed, as an esteemed contributor points out in another 
oolumn this week, the Festival of the Rejoicing in the Law is a late 
mstitution among Jews. Of greater—far greater—importance has 
been that appreciation of the Law, which has induced in Jews a con- 
stant life-long study of it. None the less, as a matter of fact, having 
regard to all things, the average Jew to-day is deplorably negligent 
in acquiring knowledge of the Bible and a close acquaintance with 
the Law, and our contributor “ Benammi to whom we refer above, 
makes what seems to us an excellent suggestion for remedying 


this. He proposes that gatherings should be organised for 
Bible study by adults. It is surely an admirable proposal 
which, if put into practice, may result in great good; and 


cannot possibly do any harm. Such meetings as he suggests 
would carry on the real spirit of Simchat Torah through all the year 
with those who adopted his prescription. For it is abundantly 
certain that the more Jews study the Law the more they will rejoice 
in the Law, and the more will they nourish (as they should) deep 
pride that to them as a people has been entrusted by Divine will 
its maintenance throughout the ages and the spreading of it unto 
the ends of all the earth. 


“An lernolite State. 


THERE is an interesting piece of almost contemporaneous history 
revealed by the extract from the Diaries of Lonb BERTIr, who was 
British Ambassador in Paris for some years, and which we repro- 
duce in another column.

wards crowned the Zionist leader's efforts was the fitting reward 
tor the bold ingenuousness with which be represented the Jewish 
National claim. There was no hesitant piping then about a Jewish 
Community in Palestine, such as Dr. WEIZMANN subsequently 


declared satisfactory to the Zionist Movement, when formulated 


in the Churchill-Samuel Memorandum. The Zionist leader told 
Lorp BrrTiec that what his Movement stood for was what LORD 
au Israelite State’’—that and nothing less. 
It was but the merest truth. That goes without saying, and so does 
the fact that Zionism means in 1924 precisely what it meantin 1915, 
and will continue to mean, if the Movement survives;uatil Jewish 
National strivings are satisfied. But we live none the less in other days, 
or at least in days of other measures. Note, for instance, the interview 


we publish this week with that zealous and able Zionist, Mr. LOuIs 


Lipsky. He would have it believed that the Keren Hayesod—the Pales- 
tine Foundation Fund—an intensive campaign for which in this 
country we have already warmly commended, is instituted for 
ill-placed in their 
native countries, or the countries of their present residence, 


a refuge or asylum whereby they may individually better them 
But Mr. Liesky knows quite well that for such a purpose 


selves. 
it were absolute Midsummer madness to choose Palestine. The 
number of immigrants that Palestine can absorb is but comparatively 
few, a mere drop in the ocean when set against the teeming 
millions of our brethren, to whom it would be a Godsend if they could 
be removed from such places as the Ukraine and Poland to lands 
where their material prospects would be tolerable and where they 
would be free from the galling ignominy of what Sir STUART SAMUEL 
once described as a continual or constant pogrom. Mr. LIPSKY must 
have seen the article contributed to a recent number of the MENORAH 
JOURNAL of New York by Mr. A. M. CALMENSON, in the course > of Which 


he says 
To speak of Palestine as a place of refage for the millions of Jews 
in Eastern Eupope, whose need is a present and pressing one, is 
criminally tragic, creating as it does a hope that cannot possibly be 
realised. Palestine may offer a permanent solution of the age-old 
problem of the Jewish people, but it is very difficult to sce how it can 
appreciably diminish the material sufferings of the preseut generation. 


That, in substance, is what we have been insisting upon for years. 
But that is not now the point. It is, why Mr. Lipsy, 
in face of evidence that cannot be gainsaid as to the capacity 
for such a purpose of Palestine, presents the Keren Havyesod 
campaign as an effort to find for Jews an asylum there’ He 
knows it is utterly unfitted for that, and that tthe only Jewish 
immigration into Palestine likely to meet with any success 
(we believe it will meet with ultimate triumph), is that which 
goes into the land for the definite purpose of creating a Jewish 
Palestine, of building a Jewish National Home, of laying the 
foundations there of a Jewish Commonwealth. 


THE RIGHT LINE. 

We could say a good deal about the ethics of the sort of 
propaganda Mr. Lipsky seems to favour—of urging people to subscribe 
toafund to which they would never give if they knew its true 
purpose, under the impression that they are subscribing their money 
for a totally different object than the one the fund really bas in 
view. But there is another aspect the severely practical one. It 
was a great American, and we have no doubt about Mr. Lirsky's 
respect for the doctrine, who said that you could fool all the people 
some of the time, and some of the people all the time, but you 
could not fool all the people all the time. Itis equally certain that 
when you are appealing to non-Zionsts or anti-Zionists to support 
the Keren Hayesod, pleading, as Mr. Lirsky does, that all you are 
asking is for money to provide an asylum for persecuted Jews in 
Palestine, that you may possibly get a certain immediate response. 
But it is equally certain that the support will be but limited and 
transient, because the true purpose of the collection must soon 
become apparent to those who have subscribed under a mistaken 
idea of what they were supporting. And in the meantime—-and that 
is, above all, where the unwisdůom of this kind of propaganda 18 
seems to us lies—you are estranging those who are in truth your 
best. and indeed your only reliable, supporters by proclaiming to 
them that Jewish National objects are quite a subsidiary and 
relatively anunimportant matter in this Keren Hayesod collection, 
and that you are actually collecting funds for the purpose of 
carrying on in Palestine a policy which the true Zionist 
entirely repudiated twenty-five years ago, and the repudiation 
of which is the basis of the Movement to which he has given 
bis adherence. It is the old story: Mr. Lipsky’'s policy is to risk 
sacrificing the substance for the shadow—Zionism which spells 
Jewish Nationalism for a Zionism the spelling of which no 
Dictionary bas yet ventured. It was not by pretence and make-believe 
and equivocation that Dr. WerIzMANN won the Balfour Declara- 
tion. It was secured by appealing to the National instincts of Jews 
and the sympathy of non-Jews in favour of “An Israelite State,” 
a Jewish National Home, And those responsible would do well to 


keep the campaign in England that is being inititiated on behalf of 
the Keren Hayesod, and which we sincerely hope will prove a marked 


success, on the same high lines of trust in their own 
and confidence in those to whom they propose to i 
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Jews and Bankruptcy, | 

Mr. H. H. SPENCER, to whose speech at the Annual Dinner of 
the Bradford Textile Trades we drew attention a week or two ago, 
made a further references to the subject of Jews and Bankruptcy ata 
political meeting the other day. He did not think it advisable 
to answer the questions we put to him, by way of challenging 
the statements he had made to the effect that of the bankruptcies 
occurring in the Textile Trade during the last two or three 


years, a large number, involving liabilities of some 420,000,000, 


had been fraudulent, and of these ninety per cont. were the failures 
of Jews of Russian and Polish origin. Our readers will recollect 
that we asked Mr. Spencer to tell us upon what grouud he came to 
declare persons to have beon guilty of fraud, who had never even 
been legally charged with the offence. We also asked him to say 
how he ascertained that the proportion he mentioned of these 
fraudulent bankrupts were Jews, what relation the losses he 
alleges they had caused to the trade bore to the business they had 
done, and gerierally to the volume of transactions in which Jews in 
the trade were concerned. To none of these things did Mr. 
SPENCER venture a reply; but he referred instead to a letter on the 
subject which the Rev. J. fsnariusrAm of Bradford had addressed 
to the local press. What Mr. Spencer did, however, was 
merely to reiterate his previous statements which we had 
impugned. He gave no facts and no proof, aud no evidence 
worth talking about, for the grave and serious charges which 
he had made. Now, Jews are as anxious as anyone—and more 
anxious than most people, because the Jewish name is largely at stake 
—to do théir best to roll away from the community the reproach made 
against Jews of being specially addicted to fraudulent bankruptcy 
practices, assuming thete is anything in the allegation to which 
Mr. Spencer bas given utterance. But they cannot possibly do 
anything in that direction worth talking about, unless they are first 
made acquainted with the facts upon which the allegations are founded. 
For our part, we have been particularly careful not to accept the 
truth of such charges upon the mere ei digit of those interested 
in the trade, because it is palpable that there is prevalent in the 
trade a large amount of ill-feeling and prejudice against aliens 
and Jews, in consequence of the competition for which Jews 
are said to be so largely responsible. We cannot, hence, 
dismiss the possibility that these wholesale imputations and big 
percentages stated tothe prejudiceof Jawishtraders are based, tosome 
extent anyway, upon such sentiments as those to which we allude. 
That is why we ask Mr. Seren to produce atrict proof for the 
indictment he has drawn against the alien Jew, and if Mr. Srencer 
is aS anxious as he says be is to enlist the energetic help of Jews in 
countering, 60 far as possible, the swindling by Jews which he says 


goes on in the textile trade, then he should not hesitate—as we 


regret to see he has done—about tabling the evidence wo have 
called for,

Rabbi Mattuck, Again.

Some Miscellaneous Topics.

ABBI MATTUCK continues to pea-shoot at me from behind 
R the puny cover of the dwarf hedge beyond which, evidently 
fearing to come out into the open, he ensconces himself. 
It is called the Jrwisn ReLiciovs UNION BULLETIN—a 
little magazine that circulates among the members of the Rabbi's 
Congregation of Liberal Jews. It will be recollected that, ag] 
explained a week or two ago, Rabbi Mattuck resented and 
endeavoured to ridicule the idea imputed to Rabbi Kook of 
Jerusalem, of a Rabbinic world conference, and which | supported, 
in the interests of what I ventured to term rational orthodoxy.” I 
said that such a gathering might mould the Shulchan Aruch and 
what it codifies to modern requiremente, and bring many of 
the practices and observances connected with our faith nearer 
into. accord with present conditions. My readers will recollect 
what Rabbi Mattuck bad to say about that and my reply to 
him. He now, from the columns of his magazine, retorts upon 
my reply. Why he did not originally, and why does he not now, 
offer his views for what they are worth tothe infinitely wider public 
provided by these columns, but prefere to crouch where he does, will 
be obvious to everyone. 
> 
What Rabbi Mattuck now says, however, is largely repetition 
hut in evidently angry tones, of what he previously said and J have 
answered. It would not, hence, be worth further referring to (excepf, 
perhaps, to express regret that a man like Rabbi Mattuck should 
show such bad temper in argument) were it not for two state- 
ments which he ventures. He says, in the first place, that 
my remarks “represent a prevalent attitude in the community 
characterised by two qualities of ignorance.’ it (he proceeds) 
— it clearly referring to the community—” does not (1) understand 
orthodox Judaism, and (2) bas not tried to understand Liberal 
Judaism and he ends by accusing me of showing 
founded ignorance.’ Well now, there is au old anecdote about a man 
who visited a certain institution and exguired of one of the inmates 
why it was that he was there. Well, said the man, I was of one 
opinion and the world was of another. The world was in the 
majority, and so—] am here.” And Rabbi Mattuck tells us that the 
whele community is ignorant, and he is the one wise man. Well, 
the community ie in the wajority and he is—in Hill Street! 


Now for anyone who thus preens himself as the man of all men in 


the community to whom kuowledge, wisdorn, and understanding 
have been vouchsafed another observation which Kabbi Mattuck 
makes 1 ought not to pass over. He says that the standard 
of belief and practice—one dependent upon the other, of course 
for Judaiem has never yet been established by a council, congress, 
or synod. And he avere that it shows how far Orthodoxy can be from 
Jewish Tradition that in ite name a council, such as Rabbi Kook 
adumbrated, should be thought of. Has Rabbi Mattuck, I would ask, 
never heard of the Sanhedrin? Why, the New Testament 
mentions that body. Or of the men of the Great Synagogue? Or of 
the “Schoole” of Shammai and Hillel? Or of the School of 
abbi Jochanan ben Zachai at Jamnia? Or the Schoole of Sura 
and Pumbeditha established during the Babylonian exile? These 
are only instances that come readily to mind. But what were all these, 
pray, if they were not either councils, congresses, or synods? And 
Rabbi Mattuck knows perfectly well, even though he may have 
presumed upon the ignorance of hie congregational readers in 
making the astoniehing statement I have ventured to score, that all 
of these councile, congresses, Or synods had distinctive influence, 
far reaching even to thie day, on the beliefe and practices of Judaism. 


1 observe that Rabbi Mattuck, evidently for reasons best 
known to himself, wishes the readers of his little Synagogue 
Magazine to imagine that Orthodoxy means the standing still 
for ever and never progressing, and that in 60 far as 
Orthodoxy would preserve Tradition in Judaism it is maintaining 
what was aboriginal, however actually obsolete eo far as its true 
purposes are concerned. Let me just take thie opportunity of 
presenting to Rabbi Mattituck a few words written by oné of the 
most eminent of modern Jewish scholars, a man whom Rabbi 
Mattuck’s native American Jewry beld in the highest possible

honour until the day of his death, and whose memory it cherishes 


Ae a very precious thing. 
Tradition (he said) is. . . the history of interpreta’ 
tion of the Scriptures, which was constantly liable to variation, 
not on the grounds of philology. but through the subjective 
notions of successive generations regarding religion and the 
method and scope of its application, 

That, it occurs to me, expresses truly and exactly the real 
position of Orthodoxy and Tradition in Judaism. I would, therefore, 
venture the hope that Rabbi Mattuck will take the earliest possible 
opportunity of reprinting in his BULLETIN these words of the great 
scholar 1 have quoted, eo that his flock may no longer stumble 
over his enunciation to them of the attitude of the vast majority of 
his fellow-Jews to the common faith and what the real purpose of 
Orthodoxy is in seeking to maintain the Traditional in our religion. 


And here, for the time being at least, I must leave Rabbi Mattuck. 


*“SuccaAH ” ARCHITECTURE. 


In these daye of overcrowded professions and the anxiety of 
parents to know what to do with their children in the way of 
setting them upon careers, if not of usefulness, then of profit, 
1 imagine that any suggestion may prove welcome. During the 
week, I have visited quite a number of Succahs, both congre- 
gational and private, and I have been appalled, as I am every year, 
by the monotonous sameness that typifies every one of them. 
Some have been smaller, and some have been larger; but that was 
The structure of all 
was well-nigh identical. The decoration seemed to be a slavish 
copy of some original model, which could have exhibited neither 
wsthetic taste nor a conception of the real meaning of the Succah 
as an emblem. The same fruit dangled in perilous proximity to 
the conventionally imperative top hats of the male visitors, aud the 
branches of evergreens constantly collided with the more or less 
helmet-like headgear of the female celebrants. Gilded lemons and 
silvered apples marked about the only attempt at brightness; while 
discomfort, mainly consequent upon bad arrangement of the furniture 
which one would think was disposed in deference: to some strict 
religious ordinance, prevailed in all the tabernacles of Israel that 
isaw. Now how would it be for some young man—or woman for the 
matter of that—of architectural ability and a decorative power of 


mind, to undertake to build Succahs that should at least be distin- 


guishable from the pattern of an age when aptnese and beauty of 
design were, not te put it too pointedly, by no means strongly 
developed? | see infinite possibilities in the suggestion, and perhaps 


find space nowadays somewhere around the side door of his house 
for a garage? And, surely, many more people than now do so 
would. discover a convenient site for a Succah somewhere in 
proximity to his residence, ifthe Succahk could only be made really a 
thing of beauty and a joy for one week in the year. 


A Hovusinc PRosLEM, 
Writing about Succahs, is it not possible that this particular

the favourite period for foregathering at the Temple there was 
necessarily a shortage of accommodation. Rents for the days of 
the harvest rejoicing must have run up to a feverish pitch; 
and even then it must have been a matter of impossibility to find 
accommodation for the enormous throng bent upon the religi- 
ous pilgrimage. This scarcity of house room, | suggest, was 
accountable for the legend (perhaps the fact) that the founder 
of Christianity first saw the light in a manger, the humble shelter 
to which his mother and father were compelled during the Ingather- 
ing festival. It seems probable that booths (or Succahs) were 
originally set up for the accommodation of the harvest pilgrims, 
and then came a remarkable piece of Jewish. humanism. It was 
geen how people possessing houses, by reason of their living in 
Jerusalem all the year round, or who were able, through being 
wealthy, to purchase house accommodation for the period of the 
harvest-feast sojourn, would be in a position peculiarly favoured 
as compared with those who were compelled to reside either ia 
temporary booths or in some other improvised accommodation. Thus 
it was that the law went forth that during the feast of the harvest 
all, without distinction of class, should dwell in booths! Thus 
the richest should have no more elaborate housing than the 
poorest, and the living space of the poorest should be qualitatively 
equal to that of the richest, If there is anything in this theory of 
the command to dwell in Saccahs, as I submit there may be, then 
Judaism presents in it ag fine a lesson of the sense of human 
equality in point of human needs, the basic idea of true democracy, 
as any ever given to the world.

Proressor Dr. OPPENHEIM (The Hague). 

Profeasor Dr. Jacques Oppenheim, who has just passed away at the 
Hague at the age of seventy-five, was recognised as one of the foremost 
legal authorities of Holland. A native of Groningen, the birthplace of 
Josef Israels, he was appointed Professor of Jurispradence at the Univer- 
sity there in 1885, and subsequently became Professor of Pablic Law at 
the University of Leiden. In 1907 he was appointed a Councillor of 
State, and he then took up his residence at The Hague. 
fat on many Commissions appointed by the Government, and was 
responsible for the framing of a number of laws now on the Statute Book. 
He was also the author of several works on law. On the occasion of his 
seventieth birthday, Dr. Oppenheim received honours from the Universities 
of Groningen and Leiden, the latter University conferring on him the degree 
of Doctor honoris causa in Laws. Ie addition to his public activities, 
the deceased served Dutch Jewry in many honorary capacities, and 
was throughout his life active in communal affairs. The funeral, 
which was at the old Jewish cemetery at the Hague, was attended 
by a large and influential gathering, the Prince Consort being 
among those present. As a mark of respect for Dr. Oppenheim, the 
University at Leiden was closed on the day of the funeral, and three 
days’ mourning was observed by the students. The Dutch Press con- 
_. tains a large number of tributes to Dr. Oppenheim, and the fact is 
stressed that the deceased, while serving Holland with faithfalness. and 
brilliance, always remained a true and loyal son of his People. 


Mr. LEO JOSEPH, J.P. (Cardiff). 


The death occurred at Cardiff last Tuesday, of Mr. Leo Joseph, J.P. 

at the age of fifty-four. He had been in failing health for some time, but 
a fatal termination to his illness was quite unexpected; in fact he pre- 
sided, as recently as last Sunday, ata communal meeting. The deceased, 
who was a native of Cardiff, was a son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Solomon 
William Joseph. In 1913 he was appointed a Justice of the Peace for the 
city, and on many occasions acted as Chairman of the Bench. He was last 
year elected Chairman of the Retail Pharmacists’ Union and Chemists’ 
Defence Association. He occupied a large number of public offices, being 
for many years Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Cardiff R yal 
Infirmary, the Cardiff Pharmacists’ Association, the South Wales and Mon- 
mouthshire Pharmaceutical Federation, and be was also a member of the 
Welsh National School of Medicine, the Consultative Council to the Ministry 
of Health, the Council for Combating Venereal Disease (Cardiff Brauch), 
and other bodies. He was one of four pharmacists who gave evidence 
before the Departmental Committee when consideration was given to the 
drafting of the present system of National Health Insurance. He was 
also a well-known public speaker and a frequent contributor to the Press 
on pharmaceutical subjects. Mr. Joseph's communal activities were 
many and varied. He was Hon. President and Chairman of the Jewish 
Institute, President of the Union of the Jewish ex-Service Men, 
since ists Hon, Secretary of the Windsor Place Bynagogue (having 
previously been President and Treasurer alternately for a number of 
years), resident of the Shechita Board and the Dorshei Zion Association, 
and Chairman of the Cardiff Jewish Board of Guardians, the Ladies 
Benevolent Society, and the Committees of the Jewish and Welsh War 
Memorials. His death removes an active and untiring public worker, 
who devoted bis life to the welfare of his fellows, and his memory will 
long be cherished by all who knew him. 


Mr. SAMUEL LEVY. 


The Stamford Hill Jewish Community generally, and the New 
Bynagogue in particular, has suffered a severe loss in the passing away, 
on “iS CT of Mr. Samuel Levy. For many years he was closely 
associated with the success of the New Synagogue, first as Financial 
Kepresentative and afterwards as Junior Warden, which position be 
resigned only at the last election. He took a keen interest in the Religion 
Classes attached to the synagogue, and remained a member of the Education 
Board up to his death. He was beloved and respected by the whole congre- 
gation, for he was a mau who gave of his very best to its service, never 
sparing himself, giving a ready and sympathetic attention to every detail 
appertalnigg to his office. It was indeed a sad “THD OT when the news 
went through the synagogue that he was in the valley of the shadow of 
death, and the great congregation was hushed to reverent silence when 
the deeply impressive Jw" was intoned for his recovery.

CCLX.—Torah. 
My Dear Cousin, 


Bo Simchat Torah ta with us once more! The toxt of the Shulchan 
Aruch appears to have no reference to the Torah Feast, it is in the 
additional notes appended by Rabbi Moses [sserlis that both the name 
and direction for observance occur. The “People of the Book” have 
associated peculiar rites with the conclusion of the study of Holy 
Books. Down to this very day, whenever a group of Jewish students 
come to the end of a section of the Mishna or Gemarch, they join ina 
festive meal to celebrate the event. If this applies to the study of later 
literature, how much more so in the case of the Pentateuch itself! All 
manner ot jollities were therefore customary among Jews in Western 
Europe on Simchat Torah—fteasting, merry making, processions in the 
Bymagogue, and so on. Ia the mediwval world, the Jews, no leas than 
their neighbours, required an outlet for the dramatic instinct in the 
human soul, and Simchat Torah was a really popular Feast Day. Inu our 
own times we retain the form, but its soul has fled Here and there, 
perhaps, in places where the Ghetto spirit is still kept dimly alive, we 
may come across Simchat Torah celebrations that are reminiscent of a 
bygone age. Butforthe massof Jews what does the day mean Nothing 
in particular, save that the two members of every synagogue who can be 
persuaded to accept the honour of being a “ Bridegroom” (a pretty con 
colt, by the way, the poetry of which seems altogether lost), provide 
entertainment for their fellow worshippers. Sometimes the gatherings 
are restrained in character ; more often than not, the sigaificance of the 
event is lost sight of, and the tea party is marked by that old trouble that 
has eaten the heart out of every civilization : snobbery aud the loud voice 
of the man with great possessions. 

It may be asked, is there any significance in the event for mea aad 
women of to-day”? Has Simchat Torah, as the preachers say, a message 
tor us Those who might be inclined to reply iu the negative perhaps do 
not appreciate the true ln wardness of Tora“. 

What is Torah? What is its meaning [tis not easy to translate 

the word, which hardly connotes “Law.” lu ita narrower senso the 
Torak is the Pentateuch, the Tora associated with the name of Moses. 
In its wider significance Torah implies the whole of ancient Jewish 
Literature, the enshrinement of the Jewish spirit, the expression of the 
Jewish outlook on life and the way of Jewish lite itself. The Kabbis 
of old regarded the Torah as the highest good of the Jew.

No one will gainsay that, apeaking broadly, Jews of to-day havo not 
even a fair acquaintance with the Torah. Post Biblical literature is a 
sealed book, but even of the Bible Christians know more than Jews. {; 
was pathetic to hear an intelligent young lady the other day confoas that, 
having brought a Bible with ber to Synagogue on Kippur Day, and having 
read therein, she found the Bible most interesting. That might well be 
the attitude of Jews and Jewesses to the Bible not only on the Day of 
Atonement but all the year round. 2 5 | 
The problem is two-fold. On the one aide we used to ensure that 


Jewish children shall know and love the Bible. That is the businoss of 


our educational authorities, of whom we appear to have many—perhaps 
too many, ia view of the results they achieve. Ona the other, there are 
What are we as a community doing to bring home the ora) 
to men and women? Sermons may occasionally serve a useful purpose. 
But they are wholly inadequate. We need to provide for Jewish adaits 
all over the country factlities tor studying the Torah. As I conceive the 
problem, this means studying the Bible. The methods might vary io 
each congregation to suit local needs. But in this age of Adult Education 
it ought not to be difficult to organise attractive courses of study, bho it tn 
Bible Classes, University Extension Lectures, or University Tutorial 
Glasses. Let the community not be too proud to learn. Other religious 
bodies do much to edacate adults iu the Jewish Bible. Jews assume that 
the Bible is aufficientiy well known in their midst. No error is graver 
Hore is fine work tor Jewish ministers—to interpret the Zora’ anew 
to modern generations. Let no one suppose that the result would be 
merely the acquisition of knowledge, merely pleasant occupation on aa 
evening or 80 during the week. The root of the matter lies deeper han 
that. Just as tho Jorab was the lodestar of the Jews in the past, 0 in 
the present it must become tor him the meteyard of lite. There isa 
magnificent moral and social code in the Torah, which the genius of the 
Jowish people has evolved and which forms no insignificant element ia 
tho civilisation of Western Europe. By that code the Jew of to-day must 
model his conduct as an Individual, a business man, anda citizen ‘ake 
the present election. English Jews will be called apon, together with 
their fellow citizens, to register theic support of this or that policy. How 
are they to be guided’? Notsurely by screaming newspaper headlines Not 
by the specious words of professional politicians. There is one test and 
one only—does a particular policy serve the highest aims of humanity’ 
Las it in accord with the great moral and social code of the Torah’ but 
bo apply the test, the code must be known. Some may dad inthe Torah 
support for ceremonia! and observances; others may discover wora! 
excellence to appeal to the best within them. What each student takes 


away from a study of the Torah, is of secondary importance. ‘he 


matter that is of consequence is that all should have opportunities for 


becoming acquainted with the Torah. 

Study for adults is an old Jewish institution. Over sixteen cents 
ago, in Babylon, the great Abba Arecha organised a Spring aud au Avtuma 
School for Jews every year at Sura. By a curious irony, we still pray 
each Sabbath for the Wag "2, the Directors of Study at these 
popular gatherings. Great throngs of Jews attended these gath« 
ings, some of them camping out in the fields because living room 
was inadequate for so large a multitude. Day by day these aut 
wore instructed, ‘at the Spring School in the customs of the Passover, and 
at the Autamn School, in those of the month of Tishri. Scholar though 
he was, Abba Arecha realised the extreme importance of popularisiog 
learning $0 as to bring it within the reach of the average man and woman 
To-day that has been recognised as a vital fact in the national life in this 
country, and Jes should not bs slow to follow an example go excellent 
Only it they are acquainted with the Torah will there be true inwardnow 
in their rejoicing over it 

The long winter evenings are approaching. Even card-playiog 4 
dancing must pall sometimes; and there are surely many people to whom 
adult education in the Bible will come as a boon. What we need are 
attractive personalities to conduct the courses, Let a movoment be 
started, and | am convinced the leaders will come forward

IMPORTANT ANNOUNCEMENT. 
[From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 


Prior to his departure for Geneva. whither he bas gone to attend a 
meeting of the Mandates Commission, Sir Herbert Samuel informed a 
pumber of Press representatives that the new Palestine N wtionality Law 
would provide for the naturalisation of persons who had resided in the 
country for at least two years during any period of three years. He 
expressed the fear that the General [lection might cause delay in the 
issuing of the Palestine Loan and the approval of the new Community 
Ordinance. 

Sir Herbert denied the reports that any change was contemplated in 

the status of Transjordania, and added that he had no information 

regarding the alleged willingness of the Emir Ali to sign the Avglo- 

Hedjaz Treaty in accordance with the British terms. In conclusion, he 

said that the question of his remaining in office for another term had 

never arisen, Sir Gilbert Clayton would be leaving Palestine ia the 
spring, when a new Chief Secretary would be appointed.

Mr. J. H. Thomas, in the course of his reply when an address was. 
presented to him by South African Zionists during his official visit to that 
eountry, announced his intention of visiting Palestine, whether he was 
in office or not. 

“It was my proud duty, as well as honour,” he said, to be the firas 
Labour Minister who was able to proclaim from the floor of the British 
House of Commons our endorsement as a Government of what was calied 
the Balfour Declaration. Being the Cabinet Minister directly reaponsibie, 
it was my duty to submit to my colleagues in the Cabinet my views and 
ideas and intentions as to the future of Palestine. Those views were 
_ embodied in a memorandum which was unanimously accepted by the 
Cabinet, and which I was able to announce in their name from the floor 
of the Honse of Com mons. | 

“I am delighted that you have made reference tothe magnificent 
work and the rea! spirit of Zionism in the present British Prime Minister. 
May I say something that you will be glad to know? Only a few days 
before | left England your great leader, probably one of the greatest 
leaders of any race, Dr. Weizmann, bad a very long interview with me in 
my private room at the House of Commons. All manner of rumours, 
innuendos, and suggestions were being made as to the success of his 
visit to America: The suggestion had gone forth that the Jews had lost 
all interest in Palestine, and were quite indifferent as to ita future. Dr.

Kadoorie Garden City in Palestine. 
— 
BUILDING AGREEMENT CONCLUDED. 


The Laura Kadoorie Garden City, the model city which Mr. E 
Kadoorie, of Shanghai, proposes to bulld in Palestine, will be built on thc 
land of the American Zion Commonwealth, according to an agreement 
conctuded between the Kadoorie-Bension group and the Zion Common 
wealth. Three thousand dunams of land (about 360 acres), owned by the 
Commonwealth in the neighbourhood of Afullah Station, are allotted for 
this purpose, with possible reserve for expansion. Another agreement 
has been reached between Dr. F. Reiss (Vice-President of the 
Hayesod of Shanghai) and Dr. N. Ratnoff, Chairman of the American 
Jewish Physicians’ Committee, by which the Committee will bud 
hospital in the Kadoorie Garden City, ata cost of between 75,000 dollars anu 
100,000 dollars. The project for this ‘hospital, whieh is to accommodate 
fram 60 to 100 patients, was officially announced at a banquet in honour o 
Mr. Kadoorle given in New York by Dr. Ratnott on behalt of tho 
American Jewish Physicians’ Committee. 

The city will be governed by a Municipal Council, which will be under 
the supreme control of a comme of seven. Mr. Kadoorie, or one of his 
sons, will be the permanent chair van, and Dr. Benson the managing 
director. The project will be carri:4 out ander the auspices of the Keren 
Hayesod. All monies collected will be remitted to the London office of 
the Keren Hayesod with the under? janding that the Keren Hayesod will 
keep this money as a special fund b. trust forthi# purpose. The Kadooric- 
Bension group wilt) according: tthe agreement; do their utmost to 
furnish a of 15000 dollags:yeashy tor a period of five years, 
begining with, the time the eituation. of. the city in Palestine will be 


detail decided upon. li is hoped that the city will be started not 


later than March next. Mr. Kadoorte will contribute £500 monthly to the 
city. 

Plans for the erection of this model city in Palestine have been com- 
pleted, aud are of an elaborate character: Tue city promises to be a beaut!- 
fulone. While the guest of Mrs. Peter MryKadoorie promised 
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to donate 1,000 dollars for the establishment of a Jewish Conservatory if 
Miss Sarah Schweitzer would undertake to raise the remainder necessary 
for such an institution.

Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund. 
— 
ACTIVITIES IN PALESTINE, 


The following is a summary of the report recently delivered by Mr. 
David Yellin to the Executive Committee of the Bir Montefiore 
Testimonial Fund, of which Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, J. P., is Chairman: 

The Fund, which started operations in Jerusalem in 1882, has as ite 
aim to assist Jewish middle-class families, by means of loans granted 
witbout interest and repayable by easy instalments, to build them- 
selves homes, and to enable them to acquire their homes within 
a limited period as their freehold property. It is satisfactory 
to be able to record that the Fund has succeeded in securing 
repayment practically without loss of the advances made for the 
construction of three groups of houses which have been built during a 
period of more than forty years. The older settlement of “ Maskereth 
Moshe” (80 houses) “Ohel Moshe” (80 houses), and the two groups of 
“Yemin Moshe” (130 houses), were built’ in accordance with the 
requirements of the period, and consist of houses built in rows 
with but a small allowance of open ground, but they are vastly 
superior to the other Jewish settlements formerly existing or con- 
temporaneously built, the Montefiore quarters being always provided 

with paved streets, side-walks and small public gardens. In 
all these settlements many additional houses have been subse- 
quently built by members of the Society, at their own cost, 80 
that the Monteflore Settlements in Jerusalem now provide dwelling 
accommodations for more than 800 families. But, in the course of 
time, conditions of life thoroughly changed in Palestine. Forty years 
ago one Angle small dwelling room with the usual offices was considered 
suMcient dwelling accommodation fo? a family, but now three dwelling 
rooms and offices are the lowest required fora family of the middle class. 
Un the other band, the cost of ground has enormously increased, as has also 
the cost of construction. As a result of these conditions, it appeared 
im possible for the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Com mittee to continue 
their activity, as their original capital of about £10,000 did not even suffice 
for the purchase of ground for 100 houses. The Committee has recently sold 
the Montefiore Garden in Jaffa, which it possessed for about £6,000, and, 
further, the late Mrs. Rosalia Poliakoff, of St. Petersburg, bequeathed to 
the Fund a sum estimated to amount to £10,000, so that the whole amount 
of which the Fund actually disposes amounts to about £26,000, leaving a 
sum of £20,000 more to be raised to complete the extensions. 
Committee, regarding the raising of such a sum by means of first 
charge mortgeges on the houses as an operation which should meet with 
little difficulty, did not hesitate to venture on the formation of a New 
Building Society in Jerusalem to develop another group of houses. It 
was decided to buy an estate near the junction of the road to Ein-Karem 
Road and the main Jaffa Road, excellently situated on the slope ofa hill 
and having an extended view over the surrounding mountains and valleys. 
In the Southern portion there isa small hill which dominates the whole 
estate, and which will be utilised for buildings of a public character, and 
as the Synagogue, a public garden, a market, etc. The site is in the 
centre of the new quarter on the extreme West-End of Jerusalem, and 
has the wealthy district Romema,“ on its Northern side. This districtis 
situated on the Jaffa Road, nearthe Water Supply Reservoirs— the bighest 
point of Jerusalem. There will be constructed a new Jewish suburb of 
about 1,000 houses, built on modern lines, on the Town Planning System. 
The houses are to be completely detached; every plot having an area of 
one dunam (nearly a quarter of an acre). There will be ample space tor 
gardens. Every house will be provided with water from the General 
Water Supply, with installation for electric light, bath-room and hygienic

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
WITH 


MR. LOUIS LIPSKY. 


REAT hopes are being centred on the campaign about to he 
launched on behalf of the Keren Hayesod in this country. 
The preparatory work is being directed by Mr. Louis 
Lipsky, of the Zionist Executive, who has had considerable 

experience of organising work in America. Mr. Lipsky has been active 

in the Movement for nearly twenty-five years, In 1900 he founded THE 

MACCAB-®AN, a well known Zionist 

magazine. For a number of yoars 

before the war he was Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the 

American Zionist Federation. On 

the outbreak of war, when the 

Provisional Committee of the Zionist 

Organisation was established in the 

United States, he continued as 

Chairman of the Federation, and 

acted as Editor of un MACCABAMAN. 

He took a prominent part in the con. 

troversy which led to the breach 

with the Brandeis party at the 

Cleveland Convention, shortly before 

which he resigned his Secretaryship 

and organised the American Zionists 
in support of Dr. Weizmann and the 

Keren Hayesod. When the now 

American Organisation was formed 


Mr. Louis Lipsy. 


he again became Chairman. At the 


last Congress he was elected a member of the Zionist Executive, 
and he divides his time between London and New York. To a 
representative of IR Jewisa CHRONICLE Mr. Lipsky has given, in 
the course of an interview, some observations ou the campaign.

the Executive who will give the campaign: energetic support. Tho 
Campaigu Committee confidently anticipate that there will ensue on the 
part of British Jewry an effort which will place it in the front rank of 
supporters of the Keren Hayesod.. Eagland showed up very prominently 
in the collections for the Restoration Fund, and there does not seem any 
couvincing reason why the position which this country formerly held in 
tae work of the upbuilding of Palestine should not be recovered. We 
hope to submit to Anglo-Jewry the facts of Palestine achievoment in 
sach as way as to bring home to them that not only are we’ building up a 
foundation for the national life of Jews in Palestine under the guarantee 
of public law, snd creating permanent values of Jewish cultural life, but 
Dave also gone far to open up a new avence for Jewish emigration. We 
Zionists lay stress on the National Home, but we realise at the samo 
ume that there are elements in Jewry that do not see, as vet eye to eye 
‘Wits us og that aspect of Jewish development, who yet, nevertheless. 
must cejoice that an attractive goal ig provided for thousands of their 
wsfortcaate brethren who are homeless and are faced with the problem 
of ballding up a new life ina new country. With so many doors barred

Two days henoe, at the Hoshana Rabba celebration, we shall beat 
the leaves of the willow; and as they fall of from their stem, we shal! he 
reminded that this is the season of the fading loaf. The lesson of the 
fading leaf is whispered by every bleak wind that moans through tho 
waning wood; itis proclaimed in melancholy murmurs by every stroam 
that wanders through the valley, choked with the relics of former beauty 
and luxuriance ; it is printed in brown and sombre hues on every part of 
the landscape.

wintry blast, but its trunk and branches remain; so individual and whole 
generations dio, but the race survives. The leaf is annual, but the tree 
is perennial; and man is frail and perishing, but mankind has an 
enduring existence. The trunk and the branches of the tree are tho 
abiding works of tho frail and transient leaf. All the wood of the troo |» 
formed solely by the leaf; and tho size and peculiarities of that wood aro 
due entirely to the amount and vital activity of the foliage. bSiow'y 
and silently year after yoar—gemeration after generation—the leaf 
elaborating from air and rain and sunshine those solid structures which 
are destined to outlive it when it has fallen and crumbled in dust. Aud 
it not the same with man, who is occupied all his life with works that ar» 
to survive him The varied aspects of the teat picture the various sea 
sons of mans life. The.tenderners of its budding and bloomiog in spring 
with ite rich golden groen glints, represents the bright beauty an 
innocence of youth. The dark gre:nness and rich vigour of the samme: 
leaf portray the strength and self reliance of manhood; while its fadin, 
bues on the tree, and ita rustling heaps on the ground typify the decay 
and feebleness of old age and that strange mysterious passing away 
which is the doom of every mortal.

Leaves fade gradually. The whole follage of a tree does not 44 
and pass away atone time.

beauty. Some are torn away in summer, while green and full of sap. 
sudden and violent storms. The great majority fade and fall iu autumo 
while a few cling to the branches all through the cold and desolation 0° 
winter, and at last are pushed off by the unfolding birds of the followin, 
spring. There is uo tree, however green and healthy, but has 
withered discoloured leaf upon it, ready to drop off at the slighest tou 
of the breeze. There is no group of flowers so perfect but one or more is 
faded. 80 itis with every human generation. Decay and death every 
where and always reign. But all do not fade at the same time. Some 
die in the spring of life; some are cut of suddenly, by accidents and fata! 
diseases in ripe manhood; some fade naturally in the autumn of old aie. 
And leaves fade silently. All the processes of mature are silent aud 
secret. It is God's glory to conceal a matter. As He veiled His wondrous 
workings for the Lsraelites at the Red Sea with the cloud of night—and the 
dawn only revealed the completed miracle—so in the field of nature He 
reveals to us not processes, but results. Spring steals imperceptibly upon 
the earth, and we are startled, like men that dreamed, by the sudden 
revelation of green leavos and balmy skies almost amid the gloom and 
snow of winter. And as with the glory, so with the decay of nature 
We know the passage of the seasons only by their changes. The precise

The fine strain of 
his spirituality, so well developed by the hardships and the persecutions 
of the race, becomes immersed in adipose layers of self-indulgence. 

The lean and hungry habitué of the synagogue who welcomed the 
Sabbath Bride at the close of a struggling, desperate week .. now 
orders his Limousine on Friday, at ive, to take him for a gay week end at 
his exclusive club, 

One wonders about the price, not of the golf club, though that is 
expensive enough, Heaven knows. But the price of his soul! Or is it 
no longer a question of soul . . but the mere pandering and indul- 
gence of a body whose desires can only end in satiety’? 

And the layers of self-indulgence surrounding that same soul! Will 
the ligut from the Sacred Ark, at the most magnificent temple in the 

land, ever again be strong enough to permeate and to shine down in con 
quering glory on an idealism which was once strong enough to survive 
centuries of persecution and to fill its enemies with amazedawe? It is 
the old, old story of prosperity being the greater test. Can one, dare ono 
say that Jewish character and fundamental idealism, the heroic material 
which fashioned our Jewish heroes, law givers, seers, will survive the 
tidal wave of Jewish prosperity in America to-day ?

Riot at Budapest University. 


Hungarian Minister of Justice Resigas. - 
[From our Correspondent. |} BUDAPEST. 


During a lecture by Profressor Taugt at the Medical Faculty of the 
Budapest University, a number of Awakening Magyars made au attack on 
their Jewish colleagues Several Jewish students, including the 
Professor's son, were injured, six of them being seriously hurt. The 
lecture had to be abandoned. 


Following the resigaation of the Minister of the Interior, consequent 


upon the acquittal of the defendants in the Csongrad Bomb Trial, tho 


Minister of Justice has also resigned. 

Violent scenes occurred in the Hungarian Chamber of Veputies ia 
connection with the interpellation of the Socialists against the liberation 
of the Osongrad bomb-throwers and the sheltering in Hungary of the 
German murderer of Erzberger. Many deputies came to blows, aud 
Deputy Ulain, Counsel for the Caongrad murderers, was struck in the 


face. He was ordered to leave the House for attering threats against 


the Jowish Deputy Fabian. 


Attack on Warsaw Synagogue.

Bill to Prohibit Immodest Dresses 
[From our Correspondent.] WARSAW. 

Hooligans attacked the synagogue in Brudnovska Street on Ko! Nuire 
night, and broke twenty-two windows by hurling heavy stones into the 
buliding. Iwo Jews were injared by the missiles, and a number of the 
congregants who left the synagogue to remonstrate with the attackers 
were severely maltreated. It was only on the following day, after a 
deputation had visited the Police Commissary, that the police took steps 
to protect the synagogue. 

Clergymen of all creeds, including Rabbis, are promoting a Bin, 
which is shortly to be introduced into the Sejm, for the prohibition of 
sleeveless, low-necked, and tight dresses that give prominence to the 
figures of their wearers. At Novisantth, following a manifesto by the 
local Taadick against “immodest” dresses, a number of Jewish youths 
attacked and beat in the streets Jewish girls whom they considered to be 
improperly dressed, and smeared pitch on their bare arms. The wardens 
of the sypagogues cefuse to allow women unsuitably dressed to enter 
plaves of worship. 

Jewish merchants in Poland have decided to refrain from doing 
business with the inhabitants of Posen, or even visiting that city, on 
account of the daily attacks on Jews that oocur there. 


Fighting took place Ntppur ta the streets of Warsaw between 
Jewish Communists and observant Jews who were attending sorvice in 
the synagogues. Following the method of the Jewish Communists in 
Russia, the Warsaw Jewish Communists decided to hold anti-religious 
demonstrations in the streets. A great open air mass meeting was 
planned, but this was prohibited by the police. The Jewish Communists 
then organised “flying squadrons” that visited the various synagogue 
courtyards, and distributed among the worshippers pam phieta in which the 
observance of Yom Kippur wasridiculed and the Jewish religious practices 
were caricatured. Outraged worshippers attacked the Communists and 
ia several cases serious conflicts took place. There was also fighting 
outside the kitchen of the Jewish Socialist Buudtst Party where meals 
were being served on Aippur.—J.T.A.

successful conclusion. Motza, the ringleader, is the man who attempted 


to assassinate Mr. Rosenthal, the well-known Jewish newspaper pro prictor, 


He is detained in prison for having shot and wounded a fellow conspirator, 
named Vernicescu, whom he accused of betraying the plot. 


Protest against Rumanian Nationality Law.

Work of the Alliance Israelite. 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

PAIX ET Droit, the organ of the Alitance Ieradlite Universe! has 
published a protest against the new Rumanian Citizenship Law, which 
withbolds naturalisation from persons unable to prove that in 10 they 
possessed nationality rights in the new territories of Rumania. The 
measure affects many thousands of Jews not registered in the annexed 
provinces, as well as the war refugees. The Rumanian delegates to the 
League of Nations at Geneva, Mesers. Duca and Titulesco, have promised 
Mr. Lucien Wof that a commission of enquiry into tho matter hall be 
appointed. 

The Alliance Israélite has voted a subsidy to the Jewish National 
Council in Poland, to enable it to continue the valuable work of its legal 
department. The Alliance has sont Rabbi Liber to Poland to investi. 
gate the political status and economic position of the Jews in that 
country. The organisation recently heid a reception in honoar of |! .bbi 
Koroteld, the former American Miutster in Persia, who is now ina 
Paris on his way back to the | aite l States. 

Colonel Dreyfus attended the memorial service on the occasion of the 
anniversary of the death of Emile Zola, who so strongly championc: bis 
cause at the time of the memorable trial. 


The Rothschild Foundation, comprising the Hospital in the rue de. 
Santerre, the Hospice in the rue de Piepus and the Orphanage in the rne 
Eamilardie, has just published its report for the year 1925. The tetal 
expenditure for the year for the three establishments amounted to 
2,721,510 francs. No distinction of race is made, and patients of every 
creed are treated under the auspices of the Foundation; 41,200 paticnts 
were treated during the year (5,000 more than in 1922); maternity cased 
numbered 11,194; 11,451 patients were given surgical treatment, of 
them being admitted as in-patients. The death-rate among the patents 
decreased to 3.2 per cent. from 4.6 per cent. in 1922. The number of 
“out-patients " consultations was 33,458, as against $2,766 in the previous 
year. There were 3,442 radiograph cases. The Hospice provided 
accommodation on December 3lst for 76 inmates, while the Orphanace 
gave accommodation to 147 children, 87 girls and 60 boys. The Statutes 
of the Foundation are being altered in order that sanatoriums aud 4 
convalescent home may be established as soon as circumstances. and a 
lower cost of Mving make it advisable. The alterations would 40 
enable the Foundation to accept State grants and paying patients, though 
the payments would in no case exceed the actual cost of treatment: the 
fees demanded by the Public Health Service. 


Anti-Religious Activities in Russia. 
‘The Registration of Synagogues. 


[From our Correspondent, | LENINGRAD. 


The Soviet authorities at Leningrad refused the petition of the 
Jewish community that Jews might be permitted to close their businesse4 
on the Day of Atonement. Consequently, all shops owned by Jews iu 
the city were perforce open on Yom Kippur, while throughout White 
Russia and the Ukraine the usektsia (Jewish Communist Section) 
organised carnivals and anti-religious demonstrations. 

The decree of the White Russian Government ordering the regisiration 
of all members of synagogues is creating serious difficulties for the Jewis5 
communities. Many Jews are afraid to register, because Synagoge 
members are regarded as counter-revolutionaries, At the same time, 
only those synagogues that have a registered membership of at least h 
are to be allowed to remain open. It is feared that the Goverument 
new measure will result in the closing of many synagogues.

Professor Basch in Berlin. 
— <> — 
Wild Anti-Semitic Scenes. 


The presence of Professor Victor Basch, of Sorbonne University, % 
leading French pacifist prominently associated with the French League 
of Human Rights, and an active Jewish worker in France, was. tho 
occasion of a wild anti-french and anti-Jewish demonstration in the 
streets of Potedam. Professor Basch, who visited Berlin in order to 
attend the twenty-third World Congress of the International Peace 
Societies, was due to speak in Potsdam, together with Deputy Loebe, 
former President of the Reichstag, on the need of a Franco German 
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Nations. 
Bodies of anti-Semitic Nationalist demonstrators, estimated at over 


five thousand, marched through the streets singing anti-Jewish battle 


songs, and shouting, “Down with the French-Jewish Swinehound |” 
Leaflets were distributed calling on the population to rush the hall and 
lynch Professor Basch. Thousands. ot members. of the Republican 
organisations came out in a counter demonstration, and Republican 
pat rols were stationed round the hall to repulse attacks. 


The Chief ef Police of Potsdam warned Professor Basch that be would 


not accept responsibility for his safety, and deciared that if he insisted 
on addressing the meeting he would have him arrested. The Prussian 
Minister of the Interior on hearing what was happening, deciared in the 
Diet that he would not allow the meeting to be broken up. Large forces 
of police were drafted from Berlin to Potsdam, and the Minister went to 
Potsdam to superintend the arrangements in person. 
railway station was closed by the police, and large bodies of Hakenkreuziler 
from Berlin were prevented from entering. the town. Police on horse and 
foot, armed with machine-guns and. rifies, surrounded the hall, and 


amoured cars were in the streets. A body of Hakenkreuszier captured

Strators broke through into the hall, but apart from a few stink-bombs 
which were tbrown the meeting passed quietly. 

A meeting which Professor Basch was to have addressed at Nurem- 
berg, in Bavaria, has been prohibited by the Government.—J.7. 4. 


Alien Jews in Mecklenburg. 
— 
Synagogue Converted into Church. 


The Government: of Mecklenburg, which last year followed the 
example of the Bavarian Government in adopting the policy of the 
expulsion of alien Jews, bas decided, in consequence of pressure brought 
to bear by foreign Governments and of reprisais against her own citizens 
abroad, to withdraw all expulsion orders against Jews who are subjects 
of foreign States. The expulsion of Jews who are technically subjects 
of no country, and consequently have no Government to intervene on 
their behalt, is being continued. 

The synagogue of the town of Penzlin, in Northern Germany, bas 
been purchased by the Bishopof Osnabrueck for the purpose of conversion 
into a Catholic Church. The reason for the sale is that the Jewish com. 
munal organisation of the town bas ceased to exist and its affairs have 
been wound up.

Jews in the Past ‘and the. Present. 
— 


Dr. C. A. Bugge's Views. 
(From a Correspondent.) 


Under the above caption, Dr. C. A. Bugge recently contributed a 
lengthy article on the Jewish question tothe Norwegian ArTeENPOSTEN. 
Dr, Bugge belda the view that the Jewish question is just now in the 
highest degree an actual one. While the other peoples of antiquity, the 
Greeks and the Romans, are but of the past, the Jews are still very much 
alive, and give the civilised nations more than enough to think about. 

Anti-Semitism he stigmatises at once as unjust. The people that the 
Christian Bible accounts as God's chosen people, that has created the Book 
of Books, that has produced the Christian Saviour, that is the origin of the 
most noble religion in the world, cannot, he says, be animated solely by 
wicked and corrupting motives. Dr. Bugge goes on to say that many are 


of the opinion that the Bolshevik idea of Communism is the 


upshot of Jewish religtosity in all ite misguidedness. But this, he 
holds, is am unjust condemnation. He traces in the Old Testament a 
double current ot thought and ideas. The one is a strong and immovable 
conviction that Israel is God's chosen people, created to lead and govern 
all other peoples in the world, for ‘from Zion issueth the Law, and the 
Word of the Lord from Jerusalem. But this prophecy can be understood 
in more than one way. The majority of the Jows of antiquity interpreted 
it as meaning that the Jews should be the ruling people, others to bow in 
humble obedience.” But that, Dr. Bugge points out, was not the attitude 
of mind of the whole of the Jewish people. Another idea, both nobler 
and truer, runs through the whole of the Old Testament. All our high 
and noble ideals about God have their origin in Israel's people. . 
All that is best and most soulfal in the world has its origin io the Jews. 
From this source we have the pacifist idea, and that of all ponte 
democracy.” 

And if we look at modern times, continues Dr. Bugge, we find the 
same situation. “We have the Jews thirsting for the power of govern- 
ment—those who have neither learnt nor forgotten anything. These it is 
who continuously, again and again, create bitter anti-Semitism among 
the varying degrees of society. We have, on the other hand, the many 
noble Jews who have given and are giving bumanity imperishable and 
never-to-be-forgotten service in science, in art (especially in music and 
poetry), in noble self-sacrifice for the benefit of society.” Even among 
“commercial” Jews, he concludes, are to be found noblemen of character.

There wen 
first many expostulations, especially on the part of the older folk agaings 
removing to the new part of the town which had been prepared for their 
reception. They were attached to theJodenbuurt, to the district bouading

idealists among them declared it a pity that the old Ghetto, with the . 


little narrow crooked streets, with houses showing the typical gabied 
roofs, with the fish and fruit stalis etc., should disappear.

Relief of Immigrants. 


From Mrs. Samuel J. Rosensohn (Chairmen Immigrant Ai 


i epari ment.) 
To the Editor of Tne Jewish CHRONICLE. 

: IR, — I bave read an article by Miss Irma Kraft dealing with the 
work of the Council of Jewish Women of America. While I am very 
much pleased at the sympathetic understanding which the author dis 
play® in regard to our efforts in all heids, and especially in that of mt 
gration, and while | feel that an article of this nature does much to bring 
about a feeling of kinship and mutual goodwill between the Jewish 
women of Exgland and America, I am nevertheless forced to bring to 
your attention certain inaccuracies in Miss Kraft's article which | am 
sure she wil) wish to correct. 

In the course of Mise Kratt's description of our work she wakes the 
statement 

ebe hae vo money ebe is eupplied with it until she can earn some, and 
later on, The Council of Jewish Women often goes farther than Rose or Tatia. 

If she is too unbappy without ber dear ones, and has true tales of their misery or 
poverty in Europe, and if ehe showe herself willing to earn and save. ber 
Savings are often augmented until she can send the passage money back to 
bose dear ones, who only await ber assistance to reach the Land of Promise’ 

In the first place, it is not within the functions of the Council to give 
money to immigrant girls or women, even when these latter are in very 
sore straits, Under such conditions every effort is made to obtain 
support for them from natural sources, namely: relatives, friends, 
landsleute, ete., or by endeavouring to secure the person ém ployment 
whereby ehe may support herself. Failing that, except in very rare 
caser, the Council refers such persons to the properly accredited Jewish 
charitable organisations who investigate the case, rendering assistance 
anti} the emergency bas been triumphantly overcome. 

In the second place, the Council very emphatically never augments 
the savings of an immigrant girl or woman so that she way send for ber 
relatives in the old country, as this is directly in opposition to both the 
_ Spirit and letter of the immigration lawe of the United States. The 

Council, like the United States Government and all organisations working 
in behalt of the immigrant, frowns upon assisted immigration ” : that is, 
immigration assisted by any other than the natural aid and belp of 
friende and relatives. The stand is taken, and in this instance we heartily 
concur, that where it is necessary to assist immigrants in bringing over 
their relatives by gifts of money on the part of an outside organisation 
there is a very grave likelihood that these relatives may perhaps become 
public charges after they have arrived in the United States and that for 
one pean? development of our immigrant population this is not to be 

red.

Me. H. H. SPENOER ON FRAUDULENT BANKRUPTOIBS. 


In the course of his address at a political meeting at Bradford (ast 
Week, Mr. H. H. Spencer referred to certain observations that had 
been passed by the Rev. J. Isracistam, B. A., on his (Me. Spencer's) 
animadversions on Jews. He said 


Mr. Lsraelstam wrote a long letter to Tuk YORKSHIRE Osstaver 
accusing me of slandering the Jews. Let me give you the accurate 
facts of the case. During the last four years there has been a perfect 
epidemic of fraudulent bankruptcies. Two years ago we formed a 
committee with the object of doing what we could, by amendment of 
the law or otherwise, to atop this business. We paid for an expensive 
investigation into the whole of the bankruptcies and liquidations ia 
the textile trade, and we divided the bankruptcies into those of 
prima facie evidence of fraud and those that were caused by the 
ordinary misfortanes in business. We found that the textile trade 
had suffered losses of over £20,000,000 through [fraudulent bank. 
ruptcies, and that 90 per cent. of this amount was caused by the 
action of Jews, who almost invariably had come over from Poland 
and Russia and had abused the hospitality and protection which this 
country afforded them. 

I made no attack on the Jews as a class (added Mr. Spencer), 
but upon those recently imported aliens. We got the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, of which I am the secretary, to take the 
matter up, and we promoted a joint Bill in Parliament. We induced 
the Government to appoint a Committee to consider the whole 
question, and I am glad to say that one of my colleagues on thas 
Committee is one of the leading Eoglish Jews, Me Arthur Michael 
Samuel, who is giving whole-hearted assistance to romove this 
reproach from Jewry.

Chief, of course, among the artists was the famous 
pianist, Benno Moiseiwitsch, who kindly consented to give his services in 
ine cause A Chopin group, and works by Kreisler and Liszt, showed the 
artist at his best, and, needless tosay, he was wildly encored, Songs were 
contributed by the Rev. Mr. Bacon. Many gifts which had been sent 
were auctioned on the stage. 


Oa Thursday of last week at Wigmore Hall, Mr. David Sisserman 
gave a ‘cello recital. His programme was unhackneyed and well 
balanced. Opening with the rarely heard Suite in D by Caix Hervelois, 
there followed the Concerto in D major of Haydn, and Brahms’ Sonata 
in E minor, in which Mr. Sisserman had admirable collaboration from the 
well-known pianist, Evlyn Howard Jones. Mr. Sisserman’s tone is well 
suited to brilliant music, and he plays with flaish and surety. For the 
group of smaller solos which included familiar works of Fauré, Glazoumov, 
Glück, and the inevitable work of Popper, Miss Raisa Sisserman was at 
the piano. 


Sonatas for cello and plano are not so often heard as one would like, 
mainly on account of the paucity of material. For their recital on 
Thursday of last week, at Wigmore Hall, Miss Marjorie Eden and 
Miss Miriam Duncan found fresh ground. Beginning with the A major 
Sonata of Beethoven, the players proceeded with the rarely heard 
sonatas of Debussy in D minor and of Hurlstone in D major. They 
brought to bear a finish and a depth of expression that made their work of 
real value. 

For the first of this season’s Popular Concerts at Eolian Hall on 
Wednesday of last week, Messrs. Cramer prepared an admirable pro- 
gramme. Framed to show the best in concerted as well as vocal music, 
the works chosen were rendcred by well-known artists.
